Hitherto the Colony has 
drawn its chief supply of labour from 
India and the Azores, but this supply 


not being equal to the demand, from va- 


rious reasons, the Legislature has resoly- 
ed to encourage Chinese immigration 
into the country by offering a bounty of 
$60 per. head on eviry free Chinese 
coolie arriving in the country, The 
proceedings of the Legislature on the 
occasion of the passing of this resolution 
are reported as follows in the Colonist, a 
paper published at Georgetown, of June 
16 *, ~ 
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endeavours,to persuade the Government 
of India to encourage and promote the 
emigration of coolies from that country. 
“Jndia had suffered severely in recent 
yeara from the scourge of famine, and if 
from the more crowded para of that 
country a well-regulated system of emi- 
gration was encouraged to those Colonies’ 
where labour’. was urgently -needed, a 
considerable aimount'of the minery result 
ing from those periodical calamities 
‘might he averted. ‘Those’ coolies who 
had emigrated tothe West Indian Co- 
lonies in past years had, he believed, no 
reason to regret the course’ they. 
taken, Many of them remained in the 
colonies as settlers, while others again 
had, after a certain time, returned to 
their native country .with considerable 
sums of money, which they-had earned, 
in their posscssion. There could, there- 
fore, be no doubt thato well-regulated 
system of coolie emigration would’ be 
beneficial both to our colonies and to.the 
people of India.” Lord, Salisbury, in, 
‘reply, admitted that two years ago he 
had addressed a despatoh to the Gayern- 
ment of India urging them to give greater 
facilities than had hitherto been given 
to the emigration of coolies to the West 
Indies, and only xeceived an answer 
in May last, This answer he regretted 


-| was not favourable. Principally through 


fear of raizing the suspicions of the people, 
the Government of India did not,.aa at 
present advised, desire to adopt the 
measure that he had suggested for 
facilitating and encouraging the emigra- 
tion of some of the suplas population 
of India, The Earl of “Northbrook, in 
speaking on the subject, observed that 
“for some years the manner in which 
the emigration of labourers to British 
Guiana had been conducted was a model, 
The condition of these coolies in ntdst 
instancea when they retuned from the 
Colonies was one of enviable prosperity.”

His Lordship delivered the following 
Judgment to-day i— ‘ 
Thave already held in this case, in an 
application made by Mr Brereton for a non- 
puit on the ground that the plaintiff having 
acted as broker in this transaction could 
not‘sue as a principal, that, as the defend- 
-ent expressly repudiated Mr Woi Akwong, 
the real principal, the plaintiff could suo as 
the agent of au undisclosed principal on the 
_guthority of Sims v. Bond, 6 Bur. and-Ad., 
, 893, On the trial poe the de- 
fendant’s advocate tried to set up the same 
sort of defence under the general issue, viz. 
that there was no proof of a contract with 
the: plaintiff, but with Mr Wal Akwong, 
The: letters of the defendant themselves 
afford a sufficient anawer to this objection ; 
he says: “I cannot recognise you at 
Bee Cohen ; ho did not give me your 
name asa buyer.”
